The color was washed out of 
today’s Centennial Naval 
assembly by the weatherman. 

Grey skies and a chilly mist 
welcomed Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor Pearkes as he inspected 
the. 25 warships anchored off 
Royal Roads. 

When the lieutenant gover- 
nor boarded the 
vessel Endeavor at 9:30 the 
skies cleared temporarily to 
bathe the Inner Harbor in a 
watery light. 

But an hour later as the 
Endeavor began t0 pass 
through the row of grey ships 
weather bad fogged in for 


the nearest line of vessels.

A number of spectators who 
had lined the shore for the 
event were unable to see 
further than the ship nearest 
to them. 

Nevertheless the ships 
managed to-add color to the 
_seene as guns of three navies 
flashed out a 15 gun salute. 

First report to boom across 
the water came from. ths 
Esquimalt-based destroyer 
escort Mackenzie, followed by 
the USS King and Japanese 
defence ship Teruzuki.

ECONOMIC COUNCIL OF 
Cahada makes two particularly 
useful suggestions in its report re- 
commending that the federal gov- 
ernment proceed to set up a depart- 
ment of consumer affairs under the 
direction of the registrar-general, 
currently Mr. John Turner. 

The first is that the new depart- 
ment take over most present con- 
sumer protection functions scattered 
widely throughout other ministries 
and consolidate them into. one. The 
second is that this be done without 
any great burst of expansion of gov- 
ernment staff, that is by transfer- 
ring complete existing branches 
rather than through duplication of 
functions. The council report has 
found that while there are legisla- 
tive and administrative gaps in the 
federal consumer protection field, 
the primary deficiency seems to be 
lack of co-ordination of existing pro- 
grams as well as “significant differ- 
ences in the stringency of enforce-* 
ment and in some cases no enforce- 
ment at all.” 

Just how much more regulation 
of trade and commerce in the con- 
sumers’ interest is needed will not 
be an easy question to decide, par- 
ticularly since the field is shared by 
both federal and provincial authori- . 
ties. But if the broad lines indicated

by the Economic Counicil report are 
followed by Mr. Turner—consolida- 
tion, co-ordination and consultation 
with the provinces and with con- 
sumer and business groups—it may 
well be discovered that more protec- 
tion for the consumer already exists 
than has been apparent. 

One contentious and most im- 
portant matter was left in abeyance 
by the council report—operation of 
the food and.drug directorate of the 
department of health. It was found, 
however, that the complex food and 

drug laws lag behind technological 
change and need thorough revision. 
Transfer of the directorate to the 
new consumer affairs department 
would not resolve this difficulty and 
the council recommended, therefore, 
that such a step should be decided 
at a later date. 

The obvious concern here should 

be not which department of govern- 
-ment should administer the food 
and drug laws but rather that they 
are considered inadequate. They 
logically should rate a higher prior- 
ity than most aspects of consumer 
protection, not merely in regard to 
price and misleading labels, but on 
the vital issue of research to main- 
tain safety in this day of new food 
processing techniques and new 
drugs.»

rT IS DISTURBING, at this time of

Victoria, Daily: Times, may I draw your 


peared: in a edition 


attention to the pronouncements of Peter 
Scott at the Amsterdam Congress of the 
World Wildlife Fund in April. 

With specific reference to defoliants 
being purchased by the U.S, government 
for use in the Vietnam war, Peter Scott 
said “We're told these substances ‘do 
not sterilize the soil, are harmless to 
human and animal life.’ Well; I’m afraid 
this can only bring a hollow laugh from _. 
any ecologist.’ 

The fact is, of course, that substances 
such as 2,4-D are toxic to fish, birds and 
mahkamals, yand particularly to aquatic 
invertebrates upon which many other 
forms -of animal life depend. The 
ecological disruption caused by. massive 
use of defoliants is almost as severe as 
that caused by fire. Not only rare _ 
animals, but rare plants and unique — 
faunal and floral associations can suffer 
irrevocable damage from the incautious 
use of defoliating chemicals. It jis not .. 
fair to label as “harmless” substances 
which, directly and indirectly, affect the 
quality of the environment in which we 
humans also must live.—R. P. Finegan, 
4661 Vantreight. 


Banking Story 
I would like to make a few 
observations régarding the Bank of 
British Columbia, r 

After World War I, during which I 
served in the Canadian Army Medical 
“Corps asa Nursing Sister, I went to Los 
Angeles for health reasons; When I 
recovered sufficiently I got a position in 
the Bank of Italy, there. It was then 
emerging into The Bank of America. E. 
P. Gianinni was the dynamic force that 
accomplished this. 

After the devastating earthquake and 
fire that practically wiped out San 
Francisco, E. P. Gianinni who had come 
from Italy, and some other wealthy 
Ttalians started a little bank in a partly 
demolished building and lent money to 
needy Italians, without security. They 


helped to get things started again. 


Eventually, after years of fighting, 
they succeeded in getting a charter for a 
Bank of California with offices in other 
states. In the 1920s they changed their 
name to The Bank of America. 

They were a progressive developing 
bank and studied the needs of California. 
They were also the driving force for 
introducing and developing many big 
enterprises including the motion picture 
industry. California was then in its 
infancy of development of the west. 

With corresponding good, progres- 
sive forethought the Bank of British 
Columbia should have wonderful pros- 
pects for the future. Europe may be 
coming to the saturation point of 
development and the Pacific is the bright 
outlook for the future.—M. M. Pugh, 
R.N., 1320 Rockland.

the Sins of Omission 


fool ought to be able to see that we have 
waited far, far too long to do “those 
things which we ought to have done.” 
And to get those things done, which will 
be very difficult and vastly expensive, 
the first requirement is to identify the 
true essence of the race problem in the 
United States of America. 

The essence of the race problem. is 
not race hatred, although race hatred is 
a sin in the eyes of God. It is not 
discrimination, although discrimination 
is a defilement of all that America 
stands for. It is not segregation, although 
segregation must be struck down. The 
essence of our race problem is in fact 


_ the shockingly deficient education that 


our Negro Americans are customarily 
given. 

Take a minority differentiated by skin 
color. Give the members of this minority 
an education immensely inferior to that 
given to the white majority. Thereby 
condemn most of the members of this 
minority to frustration and bitterness 
ani joblessness. How then can you hope 
fo escape from race hatred and 
discrimination and segregation? And how 
fan you expect to avoid the sort of 
explosion that happened in Newark? 

The questions are self-answering; yet 
the foregoing is exactly what has been 
done in America, decade after decade. 
Among the deprived minorities — and, 
these include Mexican-Americans, Appa- 
iachian whites and other groups besides 
Negroes — over two-thirds of the 
children drop out of school after the 
ninth grade. 


Il-Prepared 

They. donot drop out,..mark _ you, 
because they have no ambition, , or 
because they are lazy, or because of the 
temptations of the ghetto streets. These 
causes all have their influence on this 
child or that. But the main cause for 
dropping out is something else again, 
Th? main cause is the fact that the 
children of these deprived minorities are, 
on average, already.more than two years 
behind when they enter the ninth grade. 

This dire lag occurs because the 
Negroes and other children of acutely 
deprived background enter school con- 
siderably behind white middle class 
children; ‘and they fall further and 
further behind as their schooling con- 
tinues, And any boy or girl who is asked 
to do ninth grade work With less than 
seventh grade training is almost bound 
in these circumstances, 


dropping out is the natural thing to do. 

To the drop-outs must then be added , 
the Negro boys and girls who stay: 
through high school (and staying through ~ 
is the right phrase, rather ‘than going’”’ 
through!) the process of failing further * 
and further behind contimies in high 
school. Thus, American Negro high 
Schooi graduates, on average, have only 
reached the level¥of eighth grade-plus 
when the valedictorian mounts the » 
platform. 

In other words, the national United 
States school system at present fails to 
give the equivalent of an ordinary white 
blue collar-education to nine Negro boys 
and girls in every tén. Nine in every ten 
are not prepared to achieve, and are 
then rated for being ‘under-achievers.” 
Nine in-every ten are not equipped to get 
and hold jobs in an _ increasingly 


technological society, and are then 
condemned for idleness: and lack of 
» aepiration. 

One Remedy Only 


It is in truth a miracie, in these grim , 
and shameful circumstances, that the 
situation is not far worse than it is, 
There is only one remedy. 

To rescue the next generation, heavy 
additional investments must be made — 
and on an enormous scale — in order to * 
improve the ghetto schools to overcome 
the handicap of deprivation, and to give 
Negroes éducations fully equal to the 
white. average. And to meet the 
immediate emergency — and it is an 
emergency, -as Newark - proved 
something like an urban WPA needs to 
be started, forthwith and-on a big scale. 

Besides providing jobs to ease the 
tension, such a WPA could also offer 
incentives for acquisition of job-pro- 
moting skis. There are other details 
needing to be filled in. But what needs, 
doing can-be done. That has been proved 
beyond question by the more effective 
schools program in New York, for 
educational improvement is the great 
long-range essential. 

And in this city, eavesdropping on 
Gecent white Americans talking about 
Newark in these last days, it has : 
easy to discover what must be hl 
if what needs doing is not done. We 
must, in truth, expect a reaction of blind 
rage and fear among the white majority, 
that will make the United States into a 
nation forever dishonored, divided and 
defeated in every finer aspiration.

Tizzy Over de Gaulle Visit 
Mars Spirit of Centennial 


By GERALD WARING 


OTTAWA—We'll probably see no stranger 
spectacle this Centennial year than the 
unseemly squabble between ONees and Quebec 

City over which govern- 
ment shall be French Pres- 
ident de Gaulle's chief host 
in Canada. 

This comic crisis in 
Ott awa-Quebec relations 
would not have arisen had 
de Gaulle conformed with 
the pattern Ottawa laid 
down for state visitors this 
year. It calls for chiefs of 
state, or their alternates, 
to come to Ottawa for an ; 
official welcome and overnight” Setay at 
Government House before going to Montreal 
for their country’s national day at Expo. After 

‘that they would be encouraged to visit one or 
more provincial capitals, which in most cases 
means Quebec City or Toronto. But de Gaulle, 
or his advisers, apparently thought it would 
give dramatic emphasis to resurgent French 
political power and prestige if the president 
were to sail up the St. Lawrence in a French 
cruiser to Quebec, centre of former French 
colonial power. 

* * * 

Ottawa's distress over this intention was a 
little neurotic. The federal authorities. feared 
that if the French president made his visit 
primarily to Quebec—he had a special 
separate invitation from the Johnson govern- 
ment—it would strengthen the pretensions of 
Quebec to a right to conduct its own 
ao relations with France and other 


members of the French community of nations. 

So Ottawa, unable to dissuade de Gaulle, 
blandly proceeded with plans to upstage the 
Johnson government at de Gaulle’s Quebec 
arrival on Sunday, just as if it were all 
Ottawa's idea in the first place. 

Governor-General Michener will make a 
mountain-to-Mahomet . journey to greet de 
Gaulle, who will arrive escorted by two 
Canadian destroyers. When de Gaulle debarks 
from the cruiser Colbert at Wolfe’s Cove he 
will also be greeted by three federal cabinet 
ministers as well as by Premier Johnson and 
provincial ae 2 

* * 

By nature ai record de Gaulle thrives on 
discord, and the tizzy he caused by his refusal 
to conform no doubt satisfies his ego. Besides, 


he has no love for Anglo Saxons, presumably . 


including the English-speaking majority in 
Canada. And Ottawa offended him this spring 
by inviting Prince. Philip to the Vimy 
Memorial ceremonies. without clearing it first 
with Paris. 


His - pique over Ottawa’s faux pas was so 


great that he was. reported to have considered - 


cancelling his Canadian visit. If Ottawa had 
then insisted that he conform to the pattern of 
coming to the federal capital before visiting 
Quebec province—a pattern which U.S. Presid- 
ent Johnson and a few other state visitors 
have not followed—it is quite certain de Gaulle 
would have cancelled. 

In that event, the anger and. vituperation 
flowing from Quebec’s wounded pride would 
have gone far towards ‘ruining the spirit of 
Centennial.

You Have Company i in Dublin

Miss Ann Binchy works in radio and 
television in Dublin. She is the t ype sof 
southern Ireland girl you conceive in Your 
romantic idealization of the 
country — attractive, 
bright, friendly, but-giving. 
When she speaks, the syl- 
lables wear a shawl of 
inflection that gives warmth 
and color to Englisn. in 
animated conversation, the 
words tumble .out like a 
clear streamlet bubbling 
over mossed rocks.

“Once I went to interview his son for 
television, knowing that I didn't\.have the 

for the job, but. certain that, 
because he’s such a shy man, he wouldn't want 
to talk about his father — or perhaps anything 
else, Besides being shy, though, he is one of 
the most polite men I’ve ever met, and when I 
asked general questions, he felt bound to 
answer them. My trouble was that I didn't 
have the questions. I should have gone to the 
Joyce museum they have in Dublin and 
worked up a background.” 

* * * 

Her confession was good-for my soul. On 
odd occasions I drop. down to the library and 
borrow its copy of * *Finnegan.” I take it home, 
dip into'a few pages and become. completely 
lost. “Ulysses.” try to stumble through, 
lagging behind writer in his stream of 
consciousness presentation, but frequently 
being able to tell yp from down in what he’s 
saying. “Finnegan,” on the other hand, leaves 
me drowning far back -in the wake of his 

ssag 
Pe No a doubt I'll dive into him again, but it 
won't go swimmingly. I'll struggle back to 


shore. with little.accomplished except_another _ 


attempt. 
My lack of comprehension doesn't bother 


“To bear on a passage, 


me as much as it. might. Apart from criticisms 
I have read extolling the work — and the 
criticisms have been by men of high repute in 
letters — the only approach to ‘Finnegan” 
thafhas made sense to me was made by a 
group at-Columbia. 

A very bright young man who graduated 
from that university told me he had been. a 
member of a team, chosen by his English 
professor, to study the work from the position 
of specialists in various fields.

One was a Dubliner. Another was a student 
of music. A third was a linguist — and so on. 
Each was of better than average mental 
capacity. Each could extract from ‘'Finnegan’’ 
a reference or an allusion, They worked as 
individuals and as a group. When each had 
brought his particular interest and background 
they fitted their 
explanatory contributions together in a jig-saw 
that produced some of th nuances as well as 
the fact -matter of the writing. And they 
devoted a term. to the job. 

“So,”" I queried, “‘at the end of-that time 
you understood ‘Finnegan’?” 

His reply was qualified. ‘I didn't say that,” 
he answered. “But during that time we 
managed to pick out of the book a let that 
Joyce had put into it through-his particular 
knowledge, his study of music, his acquain- 
tance with the local scene in Dublin, some 
sociology, his tremendous interpretation and 
combination of words and word- anda 
very large number of very good puns. We also 
probably picked out of it some things that 
Joyce hadn’t put in.” 

The explanation left me aWed. These people 
were swimming the Strait of Juan de Fuca 
while I was flittering around, up to my ankles 
in our bay. .The - experience presented a 
valuable lesson in humility for me.

“It is true that marijuana 
does not produce physiologi- 
cal, chemical, pharmacologi- 
cal addiction: if discontinued 
suddenly there is no physical 
abstinence syndrome, But we 
certainly have definite evi- 
dence that it can produce 
psychological de p e n dence."

The argument of course can 
be applied to any drug but Dr. 
Glatt suggests that the avail- 
ability of alcohol and tovacco 
isnot in itself an. argument 
for putting a third potentially 
harmful drug on the market. 

But there has been little 
research into what cannabis 
does to the brain or how it 
affects .the central nervous 
system. The leading article in 
the “Lancet,” three and a 
half years ago, concluded: 
“Much more research is 
needed into the actions of the 
drug and the personality of 
the user.’’ 

Many of. the advocates of 
liberalization are now prepar- 
ing -to concentrate their ef- 
forts on getting the law 
sufficiently relaxed to permit 
research: they are confident 
of the outcome.

This is the finding of India's 
national redent control com- 
mittee in a study begun in 
January, 1966.

recommend that in the future

! One committee member, H. 
A. P. Parpia, director of the 
central food research tech- 
nological institute in Mysore, 
sounded the rodent damage 
cry more than a year ago and 
was heavily criticized for 
being an alarmist. Parpia 
would go so far as to urge the 
creation of a “rat ministry.” 

India’s rat population has 
been estimated at anywhere 
up to 3 or 5 billion. But the 
committee members the m- 
selves think all estimates are 
wild guesses. 

American officials here are 
inclined to believe. that even 
the estimates on saving grain 
from rats are high. 

The national rodent control 
committee, in its field studies, 
found that contrary to foreign 
impressions the religious In- 
dian is not so loathe to 
destroy animal pests which 
threaten his food supply and 
income. 


Help Wanted 


In Kanpur, an industrial 
city near this capital, a three- 
year rodent control -program 
actually has succeeded in 
reducing the number of rats. 
And in the state of Punjab, 


the rats than officials are able 
to provide. 

Indian. sewer rats grow 
large, weighing up to several 
pounds. The committee found 
that national attention until 
now has been focused on rats 
as a conveyor of bubonic 
plague and that this disease, 
in fact, was now negligible. 

But the committee also 
reports that rats continue to 
breed in great numbers at the 
usual two seasons of sowing 
and harvesting and join other 
rodents, birds and monkeys in 
nibbling away on the unpro- 
tected crops in the. fields as 
well as in the indifferent 
village storage facilities. 

“Even if only a part of the 
3 to 5 million tons we lose a 
year could be saved, this 
country would be marginally 
on the self-sufficient side,” 
the committee Sepak pre- 
dicted.

Such international lending 
organizations as the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund, World 
Bank and _ Interamerican 
Development Bank, on the 
other hand, make no effusive 
protestations of friendship to 
anyone, A banker’s cordial 
but, businesslike nod is the 
limit. of his emotional en- 
gagement. 

From the international 
lenders, the Latin American 
governments expect austere 
bargaining and a bank's pre- 
cise spelling out of all terms 
and conditions affecting any 
loan. 

But when Old Pal U.S. holds 
out for equally hard bargain 
ing, the Latin American's 
emotional reaction is likened 
to that of a borrower whose 
bosom buddy says “OK, but 
first your wife must cut her 
clothing bills, and you'd better 
get your daughter out of that 
expensive school.”

Optimism Shown

Thomas Brown, the west coast 
investment dealer in the eye of 
the Bank of Western Canada 
hurricane, says he wouldn’t 
have taken over the presidency 
if he wasn't reasonably optimis- 
tic about its chances.

where below, and off to the 
side, a power saw: topples 
another snag. 

It’s a rugged job, and if the 
fire is a big one, moving fast 
with embers. blowing out 
before it to set new spot-fires, 
it can become ail of a sudden. 
— 

Let the wind increase, and a 
fire of that sort ean boil over 
the breaks in minutes or even 
seconds. Then it’s a matter, of 
grabbing tools and getting 
out—and from a new stand, 
starting in all over again. 

In the depression days, 
plenty of fires were started by 
sworkless men, just for the 
chance of a hellish job that 
paid two-bits an hour. 

We don’t get many of that 
fort now, and the fire from 
industrial causes has declined 
fm the years since - truck 
Jozging replaced the railway 
shows. 

A carelessly-rigged ‘Jine that 
rubs against a-stump or snag 
can still cause fire trouble. 
But one potent hazard depart- 
ed the woods with the logging 
locomotives. 


* 


One such machine became 
the object of learned and 
interminable argument in a 
civil action launched after a 
particularly destructive up- 
Istand fire. The plaintiff in- 
sisted that a spark from the 
locie’s great. diamond-shaped 
stack had thrown the spark— 
the owner firm defended the 
iron horse no less vigorously. 

They ‘couldn’t fetch the 
locomotive into court entire, 
but there on the exhibit table 
gat the monstrous black 
smokepot, menacing the court 
reporter who sat nervously 
jotting shorthand in its sha- 
dow.” 

This while counsel tussled, 
and logger witnesses came 

and went. 

The .snowy-haired head of 
the plaintiff firm’s I¢gal bat- 
tery came at last to his 
peroration. 

“And now,” he declard, “‘let 
us review the scene. Here 
comes this spark-throwing 
Jocomotive. Snorting along’ the 
grade...

But ‘the 2,657 people waiting for the curtain to go up on 
some new ward space aren't resting in red plush comfort. 

At least 247 of the patients are in the urgent category. This 


is one step down from emergency—a status that gets you in 
immediately.

Urgent cases, who could be experiencing ‘‘discomfort” can 
expect to wait from afew days to a few weeks. 

The balance of the crowd are “elective” cases and many of 
them claim discomfort too. 

The earliest they can hope for admittance—March 31 next 
year at Royal Jubilee and Dec. 10 this year at St. Joseph's. 

Meanwhile, Greater Victoria municipalities and the 
province are conducting a $50,000-survey on the bed need. 

Municipal leaders believe that when the survey is complete, 
when the talks are completed on cost-sharing, when the money 
bylaws are passed, when the plans are drawn ‘and when the 
construction of more hospital facilities is complete—several 
years will have passed.

The ‘two-hour V.I. Lines the Upper 
Campbell Lake is predictable but interesting. There dre 
picture postcard views, logged-off hillsides, huge scars from 
forest fires, the occasional deer, Western Mines ore trucks 
roaring by iIn-clouds of dust. 

Finally, on the outer crest of the Elk Valley, is 
manicured, mushroom town of Gold River, 

There's a ‘half-hour stop atthe sophisticated Gold River 
Trin for lunch, Good food but hardly enough {ime to eat it. “As 
this was a shake-down tour, the problem will probably ‘be 
remedied on future: trips, 

After rebaarding the bus, the passengers settle down for 
an ¢cight-mile leg to the harbor, About a mile out-of town, the 
bus stops at a ¢onstruction camp. 

As. the bus swings around the town-site and out into the 
highway, passengers have an opportunity to look at the 
controversial town of Gold River. 

Two years ago it was a forest. Now there-are several

hundred immaculate homes, paved. streets, underground 
wiring and gold lamp posts. 
The infant town has been the victim of intense 


The signs are that it 
will.survive and grow into a most jnteresting adult. 

_ After an eight-mile drive along the Canyon Road, one side 
of which drops breathtakingly away to the Heber River far 
below, the bus arrives at the deep-sea dock, beside the -Tahsis 
pulp mill.

The Uchuck III was waiting and a cheerful skipper, Capt. 
Esson, Young, appeared at the wheel-house door‘to greet his 
passengers, 

The 30-mile trip down the narrow Muchalat Arm was 
uneventful but historically fascinating, ‘because Captain Cook 
first sailed up this fiord 200 years-ago: 

For almost the entire length of the Arm, the thickly- 
forested miountains plunge straight down into the sea, 

Suddenly ‘the sturdy old ship, a converted American mine- 
sweeper, reached choppy water and ahead lay the Pacific 
Ocean. On a long finger ofdand, curving around the mouth of 
the channel, is the Indian village of Yuquot at Friendly Cove. 

The natives aren't accustomed to seeing many visifors, 
except for visiting fishermen as the government wharf wasn’t 
completed until last year 

* Before that, the Uchuck used to come in with tours but 
wasn’ able to dock and offered its passengers only a distant 
glimpse of the village. 

It was the first time ashore for the crew of the Uchuck, 
as weil as. the passengers, and a freshly-painted sign at the 
approach to the village said Welcome. 

The captain introduced himself to Councillor Augustus 
Dick. The chief councillor, Patrick Murphy, the only man in 
the village to-own a fishing boat, was away on the fishing 


grounds, 
The Nootka women weave beautiful baskets and 
Maquinna hats from various grassesand—these can be 


purchased at reasonable prices. 

Although the village is shabby and the inhabitants have 
dwindled from more than 1,000 in Cook’s time to less than 60, 
it’s beauty lies in it’s magnificent jsolation. 


* 


The harbor is beautiful and a short climb over a grassy 
meadow behind the village reveals the Pacific Ocean and 
superb beaches that stretch for miles on either side. 

There are only three totem poles Jeft standing in the 
village, and three very fine carvings that appear to be 
guarding the approach to the graveyard on, the oceanside of 
the village. i 

Councillor Dick said there used to be 23 fishing boats at 
the Cove. Ali but the one now used by the chief were 
smashed onthe rogks inside the harbor. 

He said ‘that the winter storms are so fierce that, even in 
protected anchorage, the boats are,wrenched from their 
moorings. i 

The men have now drifted away with their families 
seeking better education for their children in more populated 
areas and these who have stayed earn their living by logging. 

On the return trip, the ship took a circular route around 
Nootka Island, which lies near fhe mouth ‘of Muchalat Arm, 
and two hours laterwe were back at Gold River dock and 
boarding the bus for town. 

It’s ‘a unique trip, sharply.contrasting two ways. of life, 
and the tourist who finds himself on this route -will “be 
rewarded with a totally relaxing and intensely interesting 
tour. -

What we need is a 
three-day rain, and not 
merely for the sake of 
brown-patched suburban 
lawns.

Lightning was the probable -- 
agent; and even today, on a 
coast relatively free from 
lightning strikes, electrical 
storms stil torch off the rare 
blaze. : 

But man with his matches, 
his tobacco and his industrial 
gear is fire's most potent ally. 
If proof is required, look to 
Skirt Mountain where the fire 
that indirectly claimed two 
lives smoulders within the 
confining bulldozer breaks in 
spite of this week's showers, 


* 


‘Before our Forest Service 
could summon up such potent 
winged aids as the Mars 
amphibians with their mighty 
‘dollops of water, firefighting 
was a job for the ground 
crews entirely. 

Like the infantry, these are 
‘the men who carry the war to 
its conclusion; and a tough 
and dirty fight it invariably 
is. 


Often as not, the fellow who 
toils on the firelines has only 
the vaguest idea of how the 
over-all battle goes. 

He grubs at his sector of 
firebreak in a fog of acrid 
smoke, sweat mixing with the » 
charcoal that smedrs his face, 
A bulldozer rumbles ‘some- 
where below, and off to the 
side, a power saw topples 
another snag. 

It's a rugged job, and if the 
fire is a big one, moving fast 
with embers blowing out 
before it to set new spot-fires, 
it can become all of 4 sudden 
dangerous. k f 

Let the wind increase, and a 
fire of that sort can boil over 
the breaks in minutes or even 
seconds. Then it’s a matter of 
grabbing tools and getting 
out—and from a new stand, 
starting in all over again. 

In the depression days, 
plenty of fires were started by 
workless men,, just for the 
chance of a hellish job that 

id two-bits an hour. 

We don’t get many of that 
sort now, and the fire from 
industrial causes has declined 
fn the years since truck 
logging replaced the railway 
shows. 

A carelessly-rigged line that 
rubs against a stump or snag 
can still cause fire trouble. 
But one potent hazard depart- 
ed the woods with the logging 
locomotives.

One such machine became 
the object of learned and 
interminable argument in a 
civil action launched after a 
particularly destructive up- 
Istand fire.

WASHINGTON (AP) — State 
Secretary Dean Rusk said today 
the United States regrets Brit- 
ain’s decision to cut its defence 
commitments in the Far East 
by the mid-1970s, but warned 
the Communists not. to ‘“‘take 
any comfort’’ from the British 
announcement. 

Rusk told a. press conference 
that the .countries in. that part 
of the world are determined to 
defend their freedom and they 
have.the help of various nations 
including the United States, and 
he added: 

“We'll get on with the job.” 

Rusk also said: 

1. The United States “still 
hopes to get an agreed limita- 
tion—with Russia and others— 


Vietnam and the Midide East. 
But, he said, the United States 
has no illusions.of easy accords 
nor does it misjudge “the depth 
and importance of the matters 
which separate us.” 

8. The United States and the 
South Vietnamese government 
are making progress in their 
fight against Communist con- 
quest of South Vietnam, and 
Rusk said the North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong ‘guerrilla forces 
are being hurt ‘very badly.” 
But he made clear that he does 
hot see any way out of the con- 
flict in the predictable future, 
saying ‘‘no one’’ has been able 
to tell the U.S. government what 
North Vietnam would do if the 
United States stopped bombing 
the North.

The Uchuck: Tif »was waiting and a cheerful skipper, Capt. 
Esson Young, appeared, at the wheel-house door to greet his 
passengers. : 

The 30-mile’ trip down the narrow Muchalat Arm was 
uneventful but historically fascinating, because Captain Cook 
first sailed up this fiord 200 years ago. 

For -almostthe entire length of the Arm, the thickly+ 
forested mountains plunge straight down into the sea. 

Suddenly the sturdy old ship, a converted American mine- 
sweeper, reached choppy water and ahead lay the Pacifie 
Ocean, On a long finger of land, curving around the mouth of 
the channel, is the Indian village of Yuquot at Friendly Cove. 

The natives aren’t accustomed. to seeing many visitors, 

_ except for visiting fishermen as the government wharf wasn’t 
completed until last year. 

Before’ that, the Uchuck used to come in with tours but 
wasn’ able to dock and offered its passengers only a distant 
glimpse of the village. 

It was the first time ashore for the crew of the Uchuek; 
as- well as the passengers, and a freshly-painted sign at the 
approach to the village said Welcome. 


The “captain introduced himself to Councillor ‘Augustus. 


Dick... The chief councillor, Patrick Murphy, the only. man. in 
the village to own.a fishing boat, was away on the fishing 


grounds, 
The Nootka: women weave beautiful baskets and 
Maquinna hats from various grates and® these can be 


purchased at reasonable prices. 

Although-the village is shabby col the inhabitants have 
dwindled from more than 1,000 in Cook's time to less than 60, 
it's beauty lies in it's magnificent isolation. 

* 

The harbor is beautiful and a short climb over a grassy 
meadow behind the village reveals the Pacific Ocean and 
superb beaches that streteh for miles on either side. 


There are only three totem poles left slanding in the » 


village, and three very fine carvings that appear to be 
“guarding the approach to the graveyard on the ocean side of 
the village. 

Councillor Diek said there used to be 23 fishing boats at 
the Cove. All but the one now used by the chief were 
smashed on the rocks inside the harbor. 

He said that the winter storms are so fierce that 
protected anchorage, 
moorings. 

The men have now drifted away with their families 
seeking better education for their children in more populated 
areas and those who have stayed earn their living by logging. 

On the return trip, the ship took a circular route around 
Nootka Island, which lies near the mouth of Muchalat Arm, 
and two hours laterwe were back at Gold River dock and 
boarding the bus for town. 

It’s a unique trip, sharply contrasting two ways’ of ‘life, 
and the tourist who finds himself on this route will be
